General Operation 

The design of the Recoilless sl)oigun elimmaies 
most recoil before ii even .siarts. The Recoilless con- 
slsis of an inner mechanism, ct>mposed of an inner 
recei^'er, lx)li, striker system and Ixirrel, Tliis inner 
mechanism is driven forw;ird, inside of an Oiiler re- 
ceiver by a drive spring wi>en the firing mechanism 
Is cocked and released. A large portion of tl>e recxHl 
force is expended overcoming the Inertia of ihe 
moving mass of the inner mechanism. After firing, 
the inner mechanism recoils lo die rear while com- 
pressing the drive spring until it strikes the buffer in 
the inner receiver, this absorlw additional recoil 
forces. 'Ihe Recoiiless is a boll action design and is 
loaded through die use (rf a ix>li handle. Locking 
lugs on the Ixilt provide exceptionally liglu lockup 
and strength. Bemuse trapshooting demands iruease 
concentration on sliooting technique, no manual 
safety is provided on the Rcxoilless shotgun.

RtB ADJUSTMENTS— 

Adjusting Point of Impact^ 

BEFORE PERFORMING THESE AND ANY 
ADJUSTMENTS, ALWAYS MAKE CERTAIN 
THERE ARE NO SHELLS IN THE CHAMBER. 

Poim of Impact Is deiennined b)' patterning a shoi- 
gLin and determining the relationship l)em'een 
where you were aiming and where the actual center 
of the pattern Is. The Recoil less c*omes preset witli 
the point of impiici approximately 6’ abo\'e the 
point of aim at 40 yards (See Figua* 6). Point of im- 
pact Cfboi'e the actual aiming point allows you to 
keep the clay bird In view asisianily — just above 
ilie rib — as you sw'ing and shoot. 

Tile Recoil less has a point of impact adjustment 
range of approximately 3" to 9" abov e point of aim 
at 40 yards. Three approximate ranges of a<ljustn>ent 
are available: 3". 6" and 9" The front hole, llte hole 
nearest the rmzvk, is for 3" high. To set point of 
impaa 3" above point of aim. simply inseii the rib 
adjusting screw' and tighten it Into the front hole 




(See Figure 7). To set point of impact at 9" al)ovc 
point oS aim. insert and lighten the rib adiusiing 
screw in the tear hole, the hole closest to the re- 
ceiver (See Figure 8), 

In most instances, an adjustment to the point of im- 
pact will nece.ssltate a slight nKKlIficailon of the 
stock’s exanb height and drop througli use of the 
adjastable stock and recoil pad in order to establish 
a cctfTVCt sight piaure.

The st(x*k and itxoW pad on the I^ecollless are adjust- 
al)le for dn:)p and length of pull.
